Mg. Forses: During the past weck I went out 
prospecting for minerals on the north end of Pu- 
obla mountain. Ipassed up Puebla Canon till I 
reached the summit, and thence along on its 


westerly slope towards tho north ond, where tho 


mountain stretched off in Jong, oval, sloping sides, 


towards tho valley, No miners had ever pros 
peoted the north end of this mountain, on acconnt 
of its peculiar reddish formation~as they thought 
it unfavorable for ores, From my limited knowl- 
cdge of mincral veins In mountains, I believed the 
chloride belt passed through the center and length- 
wise of the mountain; and on searching the ox 
treme north end of thia reddish outcropping 
of blue granito and limestone formation of vast 
bowlders of two or throo hundred feet in hight, I 
discovered n mineral-bearing quartz ledge over 
two hundred feet wide. I traced it over a mile by 
its outcroppings, till it run deep into the mountain. 
The lodo runs north and south, and is abont five 
hundred feet on the mountain above Puebla val - 
Joy. A eut can be run in from tho north or west, 
and strike the ledge four or five thousand feet 
from the surface. Having knocked off some of 
the top croppings, I found the rock literally flied 
with copper aud silver, and from all appearances 
inoxhaustible. The next day I went back to lo- 
cate claims and dug down three prospect holes 
across the width of the ledge, and found some of 
the finest and richest specimena of copper aud 
silver ore that have yet come under my observa- 
tion, 

Thousands of tuns of rich rock con be taken 
out from the top of this ledge by an open cut—as 
the croppings aro nearly half mineral. The ore is 
sulphurets of copper, greenish tint, purple and 
blue, and black oxyde of silver, The casings of the 
lead are bluish grauite, and argillons limestone. 

Reddish granite, silicio and quartz form a ma- 
jority of che erupted rocks on the Puebla mount 
uin. 

Mr. Woer's quartz mill is nosy completed, and is 
crushing rock. Judge Landrum is furnishing the 
Mill with rock. He gets onc-half of the bullion 
when it is concentrated. G 

This Puebla mountain is turning ont to be the 
richest discovery in minerals that has yet been 
made on this continent.

fold use, of which so little is known as cork. Some 
think it is a kind of bark and grows in the woods, 
othera that it grows under wator like the sponge, 
and we have even heard the belief expressed, that 
corks grew on trees like plams and pears. It ig 
an article indispensible to every houschold—is 
used in cellar and kitchen, and found in every sick 
room; druggists, chemists and liquor dealers con- 
sume great quantities; it is used by nearly all 
mechanics, forms part of the manufacture of vari- 
ous articles of clothing, such as hats and shots for 
Winter; lastly, fishermen use it for their seines, and 
it preserves our lives len in danger on the water. 
Does not such a useful, so versatile an article, 
which has no substitute nor ever will have, deserve 
to be known better? 

The cork tree, or cork oak, quercua suber, be- 
longs, in botany, to the game class as the rest of 
the oaks, bears acorns, aud only differs from them 
in giving less shade and looking less fresh, owing 
to its bark being clipped go often, This bark is 
the cork wood, and ont of it the corks are cut, It 
was known and much made use of by the old 
Greeks and Romans. 

In modern literature, even in gecgraphſes and 
traveling guides describing the pecaliarities of a 
country, the cork tree is never mentioned. On

Iti possession gives us the con- 
trol of the railroad system of the Gulf States, and 
is of immense importance in the reduction of Mo- 
hile and Charleston by land attack, The deter- 
mined resistance of the rebels shows their estimate 
of its importance to the Confederacy for military 
purposes, Its Joga is the severest blow they have 
received since the capture of Vicksburg, more 
than a year ago.

We do not 
wish to speak harahiy of any one, but it is nut 
easy to speak mildly in the face of the sacrifice of 
seyenty or eighty human lives, when such sacrifice 
might have evidently been mevented by the vexer- 
cise of reasonable care, prudence or skill.

Tue Saser WaSIOn.—TIie following is Capt. 
Kidd’s statement concerning the Inte terrible ex- 
plosion, as reported by the Sacramento Union: 
The Washoe left her wharf in San Francisco at 4 
o’clock Monday afternoon, having on board some 
two hundred passengers, and perhaps from thirty 
to fifty tuns of freight. Nothing unusual occurred 
before reaching Benicia. We came along moder- 
ately, and there wes ne attempt at racing, at least 
on my part. At Benicia the Chrysopolis was from 
six and a-half to seven minutes ahead of us at the 
landing, and we made the landings at Collinsville 
and luo Vista, which the Chrysopulis did not. At 
Rio Vista the landing detained ns six or eight min 
utes, and at Collinsville from threo to five minute , 
and when the accident happened I think the Chrys- 
opolis must have been halt or three-quartors of an 
hoor end. There was no pretension on my park 
to overtake her, and I certainly did not expect to 
gee her again this cide of Sacramento, Anderson, 
the engineer, who was hurt badiy and cent up to 
Sacramento last night, told me that the huilers

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Exonanay ov PMGONLES AT CHARLESTON: — Tho 
exchange of tho officers placed undor tiro at 
Charleston was proposed by tho rebels, who wore 
fairly outdone jn tho game of ‘blaf? Althongh 
tho rebela have made nothing ont of their nice 
little scheme, it has proved a most fortunate thing 
for the officers on both sides, who have in conse. 
quence been liberated muck sonner than they 
atherwize would have been, Of tho treatment of 
our officers at Charleston, a correspondent of the 
Now York Post, writing from Charleston harbor, 
gives the following account: 


When they firat arrived in Charleston they were 
incarcerated in a common jail—a place most filthy 
and repulsive, whore felons aad others were kept 
until they were wanted in the rebel armfes-—but 
which actually was not fit for the occupaney of a 
human being. An earnest but reapectiul protest 
against confinement in gnch quarters was made by 
our officers, and shortly afterwards they were res 
moved to an unoccupied honge inthe city beloug- 
ing to a rebel officer, where they were accorded 
all the privileges that d prisoner han g right to ex- 
pect—including some that he ling not, in the shape 
of missiles from the guns of his friends, An officer, 
ju addition to the regular guard, was detailed to 
visit the prisoners, daily, to sco that their just 
wants were supplied; vegetable and market wag- 
ons were allowed to visit them every morning; a 
pint of rice, a slira of bacoun, and usually a small 
oaf of bread, with some salt, were allowed them 
aya daily ration; and a plot of ground where they 
could play ball and exercise themselyes was set 
apart for their use. Altagether— barring the 
shooting ?--thoy felt they could not complain. 
Among their visitors were persons who claudes- 
tinoly_vold Confederate currency at the rate of 
from five to ten dollars for one in greenbacks—the 
Prices varying according to the shrewdness of the 
porchaser. One officer brings home as a trophy a 
piere of shell which exploded near their phy- 
ground. All the prisoners were obliged to give
